In comparison with what Hackay tells us of the 
Situation of the "colored" citizens of the

The une qual rights of the "colored" are mani- ai 

fested everywhere and in everything: In a 
university no vhite student will tolerate the 

presence next to nim of a negro student; negro 

children are not admitted to the school for 

White people; the teechers of the negro child- 
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ren Are deprived of all pleasures of pütblic 
life and have heroically to submit to ostrecisn. 


The education of negroes depends entirely upon 
the activities of so-called "white philanthronists" 
mainly from the North and of their bureau in 
Cincinnati, which was established after the 
liberation of the negroes. This bureau vrepares 
white teachers for tne negroes who in turn edu- 
cate teachers from among the m groes. A capi- 
telist by name of Julius Rosenwald opened 600 
Schools in the South and is going to open 400 
more, It is interesting to point out that the 
same Rosenwald is the founder of the magazine 
"Urban Lesgue Bulletin", This magazine costs 

15 cents but is given to the negroes free of 
Charge. Its object is to agitate among the 
negroes and prepare detachnents of "strike break- 
ers" from the dark masses of negro workmen.

Comrade lickay: Comrades, I feel thet I would 
rather fece a lynching stake in civilized 
America than try to make a speech before the 
most intellectual end critical audience in 
the world. I belong to a race of creators 
but my public speaking has been so bad that 
I have been told by my own people thet I 
Should never try to make speeches, but stick 
to writing and leughing. However, when I 
heard the Negro question was going to be 
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brought up on the floor of the Congress, 
. I felt that it would be an eternal shame 
if I did not sey sone thing. on behalf of 
the members of my race. Specially would 
I be & disgrace to the American Negroes 
because, since I published a notorious 
poem in 1919, I have been pushed forward 
as one of the spokesmen of Negro redicalism 
in America to the detriment of my poetical 
tempere&ment.| I feel that my race is 
honored, not because it is different from 
the white rece and the yellow race, but 
is especially a race of toilers, hewers of 
wood and drawers of water-that belongs to 
the most oppressed, exvloited, and sup- 
pressed section of the working lass of 
the world. The Third International stands 
for the emancipstion of all the workers of 
the world regardless of rece or color, &nà 
tnis stand of tae Tnird International is 
not made merely on vaper like the Fifteenth 
Amemdnent of tne Constitution of the United 
States of Americs. It is a real thing. 


The Negro rece in the economic life of the 
world today, occavies a very peculiar posi- 
tion. In every country where the Vhites 

and Blacks must work together the canitslists 
have set the one against the other. It 

would seem at the present day that the Inte r- 
national bourgeoisie would use the Negro 

race aS their trump card in their fight against 
the world revolution. Great Britain has her 

Negro regiments in the colonies and she has 

demonstrated what she can do with her Negro 
soldiers by the use that she made of them 
during the late wer.. The revolution in-Eng- 

. land is very far away because of the highly 
orgenized exploitation of the subject peoples 
of the British Enpire. In Europe we find that 
France hes a Negro army of over 300,000, and 

s*z that to carry out their policy of imperial 

"domination in Europe the French are going to 

use their Negro minions. 


“In Amer 10 we have the same situstion. The 
Northern bourgeoisie knows how well the Negro 
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Soldiers fought for their own emancipation, 
although illiterate and untrsined, during 

the Civil war. They also remember how well 
the Negro soldiers fought in the Spanish- 
Am:rican war under Theodore Roosevelt. They 
know that in the last war over 400,000 Negroes 
who were mobilized gave a very good account 
of tnemselves, and that, besides fighting for 
the cépitslists, they also put up & very good 
‘fight for themselves on returning to Americe 
when they fought the white mobs in e 
St. Louis and Washing ton. 


But more than the fect that tie American 
capitalists are using Negro gldiers in their 
fight ageinst the interests of labor is the 
fact that the American capitalists Are setting 
. Out to mobilize the entire black race of Aneri- 
ca for tne purnose of fighting organized 
labor. The situation in America today is 
terrible and fraight with grave dsngers. It 
is much uglier and more terrible than was the 
condition of tne peasants and Jews of Russia 
under the Tzar. It is so ugly and terrible 
that very few_people in America are willing 
Xo face it. | The reformist bourgeoisie have 
been carrying on the battle aguinst discrimin- 
ation and racial prejudice among the socialists 
and communists of America. They are not 
Willing to face the Negro question. In associ- 
ating with the comrades of Americe I have 
found demonstretions of prejudice on the 
various occasions when the White and Black 
comrades had to get together: and this is the 
{| |greatest difficulty that the Communists of 
i America have got to overcome - the fact that 
7 they first heve got to emancipate themselves

Several groups of Negro radicals in America 
. that sent this propazanda out among their 
people. When in 1920 the American govern- 
ment started to investigete and to suopress 
radic&l propagende among the Negroes, the 
Small radical Negro groups in America re- 
talitted by publishing the fact that the 
Socialists stood for the emancipation of 
the Negroes, and that reformist America 
Gould do nothing for them. Then, I think, 
for the first tine in American history, the 
American Negroes found that Karl Marx had 
been interested in their emancipation and 
had fought valiantly for it. I Shall just 
read this extract that wes taken from Karl 
Marx's writing at the time of the Civil War:

The fact is that it is really only in the 
Southern States that there is any real sup- 
pression of opinion. No siavpression of 
opinion exists in tne Northern States in the 
way it exists in the South. In the Northern 
States special laws are made for special oc- 
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c@Sions - as those &gainst communists and 
Socialists dıring thë war - but in the 
South we find laws thet have existed for 
| 55 years, under which the negroes cannot
